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INTERNAL REVENU 
COLLECTOR SENDS 
A CABLE MESSAGE 


Oi Great Interest and İmport- 
ance to Residents of Alaska 


Tacoma, Washington, 
February 26. 

The big revenue bill has been 
signed by the President and it 
became law February 25. Inven- 
tories for the purpose of the tax 
on tobacco and liquors must thore- 
fore be taken asof February 25th. 
The inventory blanks have al- 
ready been mailed and the blanics 
for the swoyn returns which must 
be forwarded to the collector, 
with the inventory and remit- 
tance for .he amount of tax due 
are being maiied today. Income 
tax blanks for individuals having 
anet income of not over $5000.00 
for the vear 1918 were mailed to 
Alaska on February 15. The 
blanks for the larger individual 
incomes and for corporations will 
be mailed out as scon as they ar- 


rive from Washingeter. D. C. 
whieh will probably be about 
March 1. If the income tax 


blanks do not arrive in time to 
permit filing a complete formal 
return by March 15, whch is the 
due date, taxpayers may forward 
an informa! statement showing 
as neariv as possible the net in- 
come received during 1918, and 
the amount of tax due thereon 
and accompany the stavcement 
with remittance to cover, Alas- 
kans who find it physically im- 
possible to get their ineome tax 
payments into the 
hands by March 15 should accept 
their returns and payments when 
transmitted to the collector of in- 
ternal revenue, Tacoma, Wash., 
with an explanation of the delay 
in order that they muy avoid the 
penalties which the law imposes 
for delinquency.

HE grand jury was an excellent thing in its tine. But now there is 
no king or ruling power likely to oppress tic people, and they do 
not necd its help. 

In the great majority of cases the grand jury is useless. The defend- 
ant is taken before a magistrate, who holds him for the grand jury, 
which in ninety-nine eases out of one hundred finds an indictment against 
him. In ninety-nine cases out of one hundred the gran! jury is useless, 
expensive and ewnbersome, WHERE IT ts NOs USELESS IT IS 
GENERALLY OPPRESSIVE. 

My judgement is Chat the grand jury hos outlived its usefulness. Its 
work could much better be done by the examination of defendants by 
magistrates, who would old Ciem for the tial court if they saw fit. Be- 
fore the magistrates the defendants and their lawvers should have the 
right to examine witnesses and general y est blish their case, so that the 
magistrate could obtain a cicar idea of the silt or innocence of the de- 
fendant.
